SOU ND AS SILV ER. 

An Advocate Who Insists That Freo and Unlimited 
Coinage of Iron Will Bring Prosperity. 



A. P. Hull, in Wall Street Journal. 

I accept the arguments of the advocates of silver and agree 
with their remedy as far as it goes. However, it does not go 
far enough. Let us have plenty of remedy — in fact, enough to 
make debt and poverty things of the past; relics of the dark 
ages. I am in favor of the free and unlimited coinage of pig 
iron at a ratio of 1 6 to i with gold by the United States alone, 
independently of all Nations, and can prove by the best author- 
ity obtainable that such a policy on the part of the United 
States will "raise prices," "put plenty of money in circulation" 
and "give the honest debtor a chance to pay his debts," thereby 
making the whole country prosperous. Now, in the first place, 
it may be urged by some "who do not understand the subject 
of standards of value" that a free coinage act for iron would 
not raise its price to a ratio of 16 to i with gold. To them I 
reply that "the stamp of this Government" and the "legal ten- 
der qualities" of the iron dollar would instantly make the bul 
lion value of pig iron the same as the Mint value. "For whc 
would part with an ounce of this precious metal for anything 
less than the Mint value?" — Stewart, Jones and Bryan. 

Again, it may be argued that our Mints would be over- 
crowded with pig iron. I reply "That the price of pig iron 
having been raised from $7 50 a ton to a ratio of 16 to 1 with 
gold the world over, no one would especially care to carry it to 
the Mints, since the Mint price could be obtained anywhere in 
the open market."— Atlanta Constitution. 

Next, it may be argued that gold and silver would go out 
of circulation. I reply first, "This is a mere assumption of the 
tools of the money power which they cannot verify." (Atlanta 
Constitution;) second, "Suppose gold and silver do go out of 
circulation, is there not plenty of pig iron to take their place 
and give the people plenty of money? (Bryan;) and third 
Such an assumption mixes the idea of circulating medium and 
standard of value, that gold and silver would stUl be potential 
money metals, though not in circulation, and would lend their 
help toward raising prices and causing general prosperity."— 
Crisp. 

Then, again, it may be urged against the pig iron stan 
dard of value that wages would not be raised in proportion to 
prices. The reply is. "Wages would be compelled to rise, 
since no man would be fool enough to work for $1 a day who 
could make $1,000 per day picking up rusty nails and old 
horseshoes and carrying them to the Mint for coinage. — Hull. 

The "crime" of demonetizing pig iron took place about 
2,200 years ago, when certain "goldolators" and "silverites," 
in order to increase the purchasing power of their ill-gotten 
wealth, secretly and "like thieves in the night" got their de- 
monetization act passed, repealing the good old free coinage 
act of Lycurgus. "Today China is the only country honest 
enough to coin iron, and there the happy laborer can carry 
home the wages of honest toil in a wheelbarrow." — Atlanta 
Constitution. 

A ruinous fall in prices followed the demonetization of iron 
and has continued for upward of 2,000 years. I have calculated 
the losses entailed upon the honest people of this world by that 
ruthless act, but the figures are so enormous I fear a revolu- 
tion will ensue if the people learn how greatly they have been 
robbed.

DISASTROUS. 

Another Great Calamity at Mor- 
rison, Col., 



Causing Greater Loss of Life Than 
Friday Night's Flood. 



MonmooN, Col., July M.— A aecond 
flood Saturday afternoon resulted in 
completely paralyzing all efforts to re- 
cover the bodies of those lost in the de- 
bris of Friday night's flood. The people 
are worn out with the excitement and 
labor of struggling amidst the rubbish 
brought down the canyon by the great 
wall of water which Friday night 
Jnst at dark surprised the catap- 
ing families along the road above 
town. At dark Saturday night 20 
bodies had been 1 recovered and 
Identified. The others are either buried 
from sight In the sand or have been 
carried further down the stre.m, and 
possibly into the Platte river. Reports 
from up the canyon bring the cheering 
news that none of the people there 
camping were lost 

The list of dead follows: Mrs Moses 
Miller and three children, of Morrison; 
child of J. C. Longenecker, of Morri- 
son; Thomas McUough, aged 81, of 
Dayton, O.; Mrs- A. S. Proctor, 32 years 
old; Robert James Proctor, 5 years; 
Grace Proctor, 7 years; Edith Proctor, 
2 years; Mrs. T. F. Casey, M years; 
James Casey, 12 years; Eddie Casey, 10 
years; Mamie Casey, 8 years; Anna 
Casey, 5 years; Clara Casey, 3 years; 
Mrs. Anthoujt Ilerres, 81 years; Eugene 
Ilerres, 7 years; Mabel Ilerres. 2*.$ 
yearat JosepKine Ilerres, 8 years; Car- 
rol Herrea, 4 years. Annie Hansen, 20 
years; Miss Delia Horner. Miss Mary 
Horner, Miss Josephine Holme, Mra 
Horace M. Warren, all of Denver. 

Mr. and Mra H. M. Warren, jr., who 
are well known in Hrooklyn society, 
where their relatives and friends re- 
side, came up from Denver Friday on 
the afternoon train to spend Saturday 
and Sunday at the Horner ranch, up 
Mount Vernon canvon. They weft 
met at the station of the Lakewood 
railroad at (Jo'den by the Misses Horn- 
er and Miss Josephine Holme, also of 
Denver, and started for the ranch. 
The flood overtook them and the four 
ladies were drowned. Their bodiet, 
were found Sunday morning buried 
under brush and sand about 200 feet 
from the plage where the water struck 
the carriage. Mr. Warren Wai 
swept away and his body was lodged 
in the branches of a tree, where he 
was afterward found, terribly bruised, 

Miss Holme wus the daughter of the 
manager of the Denver Water Co.. and 
the M.smjs Honer were daughters of 
Judge J. W. Horner, also of Denver. 
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One of the Proctor c 
cued by the heroic efforts of two t 
men who braved the flood when 
highest point to save the child, 
says the water came while they were 
all in the house and were all swept 
away. 

The Her res family become extinct, 
the father and husband having died a 
few months ago. The Casey family 
were also In this party. Mrs. Milier 
lived here, her husband being engaged 
in mining and was not at home at the 
time, 'lhe Longneeker family were 
upstairs In their home when the flood 
came. He saved al' but one member of 
his family, a little boy called Jake. 

Golden, July 27.— Three bodies, all 
that are known to have been lost in 
Saturday night's flood in this city, have 
been recovered. The dead are: A. A. 
Johnson, Mra A. A. Johnson, Mrs. J. 
F. Edward, all of Golden. 

Another flood came over the canyon 
Sunday afternoon but no lives were 
lost. Seventeen people came in from 
Idaho Springs Sunday afternoon, hav- 
ing left the train at Heaver Hp ink. und 
walking in from that point. They 
report that the track and roadbed is 
about all gone between Golden and 
Beaver Brook. 

About seven o'clock Saturday olght 
threatening clouds came over the hill 
from the direction of Morrison. It had 
been cloudy and foggy all day, and the 
clouds gathered into ominous looking 
masses. Rain fell in torrents from the 
•tart, followed by hall, then a wall oi 
water from twenty-flve to thirtyT'eet 
in height came rushing down "c lear 
creek, carrying everything before 
it The flood lasted about half 
an hour, and was followed by a 
heavy rain, which continued until 
about 10 o'clock. At that hour a body 
of water, greater in volume than the 
first flood, came down Tucker gulch, 
emptying Into clear creek. It wus this 
second flood that carried away the 
house of Johnson and his wife and 
which drowned Mrs. Edwards. 

Dknvkr, Col, July 27.— lhe victims 
of Friday night's flood were three in 
Golden, four In Mt Vernon canyon 
and 81 near Morrison, making the total 
28. The servant girl, Anna Hansen, 
who was reported dead, was not at the 
camp at the time of the flood and con- 
sequently escaped. A charcoal burner 
named Nichols, up at Evergreen, is 
reported missing, making the total 
still 2H. Of these, 10 bodies were re-

bodies in the bed of Clear creek about 
a mile above the town of Arvada. 
The coroner at Golden was uotitied and

Arvada Is 
a country hamlet between Golden and 
Denver along the Clear ereek valley. 
These bodies, therefore, either floated 
down from Golden or are those or 
campers In Clear creek valley between 
the two point*.
